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MARRIAGE OF JEWESS, NEGRO 
GETS RABBINICAL BODY'S O.K. 


NEW YORK (JP)—The marriage of a Jewish girl to a Negro 
boy who wishes to convert to Judaism has been approved by the 
responsa committee of the Central Conference of American Rabbis 


(CCAR). 


The committee, whose chairman is Dr. Israel] Bettan, a mem- 


ber of the faculty of Hebrew 
Union College, revealed its deci- 
sion in the CCAR JOURNAL, 
the Reform rabbinical group’s 
quarterly aceaedl 
cation.

daism. The girl is still a stu- 
dent at a university.

deavoured to discourage the un- 
ion, but the couple remain stead- 
fast in their emotions and con- 
victions. 

“The girl’s family is violent- 
ly opposed to the match, insist- 
ing I do not officiate,” the rab- 
bi told Dr, Bettan’s committee. 

In its reply, the responsa com- 








mittee stressed that “the Jewish 
attitude to intermarriage, all 
through history, has been con- 
ditioned. by religious, in some in- 
stances even: by political, but 
never by purely racial consid- 
erations. 


“IN THE RABBINIC halaka, 
conversion to Judaism given the 
convert the status of a Jew, 
qualifying him for marriage 
with members of our religious 
group,” the committee said. 


“Since the young man in ques- 
tion, though of Negro race, is 
desirous of adopting the religion 
of his Jewish fiancee, there ‘s 
no’ valid reason, having its basis 
in, Jewish law, why the couple 
shall not be united in matrimony 
by a rabbi,” the committee ruled. 


The responsa committee ad- 
vised the rabbi that if he sol- 
emnized the marriage he would 
be doing no more than the duty 
required of him. It suggested, 
however, that if because of his 
personal relationship with ‘the 
members of the young woman’s 
family he deemed it inexpedient 
to act as the officiating minister, 
he could arrange with another 
rabbi in the area to perform the 





service. 





RECONSTRUCTIONIST TEMPLES 
JOIN IN FIRST OVER-ALL BODY 


NEW YORK (JP)—For the first time in its 30-year history 
the Jewish Reconstructionist movement has taken a step toward 
establishing an over-all organization of synagogues subscribing to 


its philosophy. 


Four congregations in three states joined this week to launch 


the Reconstructionist Fellowship 
of Congregations. An addition- 
al number of congregations are 
expected to affiliate with the 
Fellowship in the coming months. 

The four con- 
gregations which 
became’ charter 
Members at a 
conference of 
delegates and 
rabbis held at 
the Society for 
the Advance- 
Ment of Juda- 
ism’ are: Soci- 
ety for the Ad- 
vancement of Judasim are: So- 
ciety for the Advancemerit of 
Judaism, New York City; Niles 
Township Jewish Congregation, 
Skokie, Ill.; Temple Sinai, Buf- 
falo, N. Y., and Temple Beth-El 
Zedek, Indianapolis, Ind. 

IN A STATEMENT adopted 
by the new Fellowship, the group 
Said that until now, the Recon- 
Structionist movement has con- 
fined itself to the promulgation 
of a philosophy and program of 
Judaism which it considers in- 
dispensable to Jewish survival 
and creativity. The movement 
has refrained from organization- 
al activity, the statement as- 
Serted,: “so as not to add one 
More .Jewish denomination to 
those already existing.”

| “The purpose of the Reeon- 





structionist movement is to 
achieve’ in Jewish life unity, 
creativity, and _ spirituality by 
means of religion without super- 
naturalism, collective conscious- 
ness without state nationalism, 
and a way of life without uni- 
formity.” 

The statement added that the 
congregations forming the new 
organization have decided to 
meet “a crisis . . . in Judaism 
whereby many Jews are losing 
interest in perpetuating Jewish 
life, despite the apparent up- 
swing in congregational affilia- 
tion and 
school population.” 

THE CONFERENCE adopted 
a statement of principles and 
purposes for the new Fellowship.

WHEN THE church’s request 
was referred to the synagogue, 
the authoritative committee 
there agreed to let the Meth- 
odists use the synagogue audi- 
torium and kitchen, but not as 
a rental project.

Even Rothschild 
Could Be Wrong

(Second of Taxation-Representation Series) 
In ‘1882, shortly after a wave of pogroms in the south of Russia, 
@ movement arose among some Russianized Jewish students to re- 
turn to their people and to the land of their ancestors. At the 
same time other Jews—plain everyday Jews of the ghetto—also 
felt inclined to migrate to Palestine and take up agriculture, rather 


than join the mighty stream of 
emigration to the New World. 
This was the beginning of the 
first aliyah, or first wave of 
immigrant pioneers. The ‘stu- 
dents in that wave formed an 
organization known as BILU. 

One of the BILUists was a 
young engineer by the name of 
Joseph Feinberg who had studied 
in Switzerland and held an im- 
portant post in a large factory 
in Kiev. He took his pretty 
young wife, the gifted musician 
Bertyusha, their two children, 
and went to settle in the wilder- 
ness of Judea. 

+ af * 

THE COLONY which Feinberg 
founded is still known as Rishon- 
le-Zion (First of Zion). Others 
of his contemporaries founded 
other colonies at the same time 
—Jews from.Rumania in what is 
today Zichron Yaakov, and a 
few others. In Rishon-le-Zion, 
in the wilderness of Judea, 
sounds of a piano playing were 
heard for the first time since 
God created that country when 
Bertyusha Feinberg played. She 
did all the menial chores of a 
fellah woman and drank water 
mixed with worms and leeches, 
but she played the piano.

ed. They had not brought enough 
capital and what with a drought, 
what with their inexperience and 
unfamiliarity with the country, 
they had nothing to eat at the 
end of the first year. 

And so, Joseph Feinberg, as 
the intellectual leader of the 
colony, was sent to Europe to 
seek financial assistance. After 
many futile searches, Feinberg 
found a man who was ready to 
help. In fact, he had been wait- 
ing for an occasion to help build 
up Jewish agricultural colonies 
in’ Palestine. That man _ was 
Baron Edmond Rothschild of 
Paris. 

+ * * 

ROTHSCHILD saved Rishon- 
le-Zion and Zichron Yaakov and 
the other colonies. He gave 
more and more money each year, 
without expecting anything in 
return—least of all publicity, for 
he insisted on remaining anony- 
mous. There was only one thing 
he wanted: Obedience. Not only 
to himself, but to his appointed 
officials. Rothschild thought he 
knew what was best for the 
colonists. After all, they were 
only East European amateurs, 
and he was the greatest banker 
in the world, the impersonation 
of the Western know-how. Be- 
sides, he was a pious Jew and 
wouldn’t stand for any radical 
nonsense. 

The first victim of the baronial 
regional was Joseph Feinberg. 
He was too independent, too well- 
educated to become a mere ro- 
bot in the Rothschild empire. 
Others followed. Some left; some 
were thrown out. Most gave in, 
with or without a struggle. The 
sycophants prospered. The spirit 
of the colonists was broken. 

Rothschild saved the Jewish 
colonies, but he also demoralized

ROTHSCHILD was one of the 
novlest figures in modern Jew- 
ish history. No one — not even 
Joseph Feinberg, who was Roths- 
child’s victim—ever accused him 
of any unworthy motive. It was 
the regime that was wrong. 
French - speaking bureaucrats 
tyrannized the farmers, created 
a pseudo-Parisian elite of petty 
snobs, hampered the rebirth of 
Hebrew, and made the farmers 
fee] that their aim in life was 
to collect the Baron’s dollar 
rather than to make an honest 
living. The farmers’ wives and 
daughters tried to emulate the 
styles of Paris. Their sons mi- 
grated overseas. 

If not for the fresh wave of 
pioneers of the second Aliyah 
(1904-1914) all the money that 
the baron lavished on the colonies 
might not have prevented the 
total disintegration of the Jew- 
ish colonization in Palestine. 
Among the pioneers of the sec- 
ond aliyah was David Ben- 
Gurion (who came in 1906). He 
saw the demoralizing effect of 
the baron’s regime at its worst. 
Maybe that is why he is so bit- 
terly opposed by the rule of the 
donors from a distance.

whether the pupil has private 
lessons or is a member of a 
class. A school organizes its 
work according to a program, 
ealled the curriculum or. course 
of study, so that each lesson or 
class session covers material 
that progresses from the pre- 
vious one and prepares for the 
next one. Even when a class 
period is devoted to review or 
drill, it is a necessary step in 
the logical, orderly sequence of 
learning activities that consti- 
tutes an educational program. 

When a student is absent, 
there is a break in the continu- 
ity, a gap in what he has learned. 
Of course, the program moves 
along slowly enough, particular- 
ly with young cihldren, so that 
the youngster who is out be- 
cause of illness does not suffer 
damage that cannot be made up 
at least in part. But interrup- 
tions in regular attendance, even 
when unavoidable, are interfer- 
ences, Frequent absence is one 
of the most common causes of 
failure and poor marks. 

A parent who sends his child 
to a Hebrew School should not 
jeopardize his progress by en- 
couraging, or permitting, need- 
less absencés. Most instances of 
irregular or interrupted  at- 
tendance can be prevented if 
the parent is willing to undergo 
the inconvenience of special ar- 
rangements to take care of what 
would more easily be handled 
during school hours. 


s * * 


BUT THERE is an additional 
reason for avoiding absences, 
aside from what the child 
misses when he is away. The 
child’s attitude toward his 
schooling, an all-important ele- 
ment in determining what sort 
of education he receives, is in- 
fluenced by the value he at- 
taches to his attendance. If he 
is permitted to be absent for all 
sorts of inconsequential rea- 
sons, the importance with which 
he regards his school is dimin- 
ished, or may even be de- 
stroyed., 

He knows that his parents 
will insist on those things which 
are really worthwhile, though 
they will tolerate postponement 
or interruption of ‘those matters 
which are secondary in impor- 
tance. Because Hebrew School

WOMEN’S _ 


By HELEN COHEN 
BETTER TO KEEP SOME 
THAN TO REJECT ALL 





I HAVE SEVERAL letters on my recent column pertaining to 


eur traditional regulations on marital relations. 


One was from a 


young bride-to-be who inquired where she could obtain informa- 


tion with which she would be guided in her forthcoming marriage. 
For this young lady who comes from a traditional home, I 


would suggest she talk to both 
her rebbetzin and her doctor. 
There are detailed instructions 
in the Shulchan Aruch on the 
subject, but we might sum- 
" marize them briefly as insisting 
on separation of husband and 
wife during and several days 
after menstruation plus com- 
plete and careful bathing before 
resuming relations. 

Another letter, representative 
of several others criticizing me 
for not accepting unquestioning- 
ly all the rules in the Shulchan 
Aruch on this subject, is from 
Mrs. Gertrude Fuchs, 66 S. Ninth 
st., Brooklyn. 

It is not my purpose, Mrs. 
Fuchs, to discourage people like 
you who are content in observ- 
ing all the regulations. I am 
concerned about the vast major- 
ity of Jewish women who not 
only don’t observe any of the 
rules but ‘are ignorant that they 
even exist. As-I pointed out, 
since we are aware that the 
Jewish group has been remark- 
ably free from such diseases as 
cancer of the womb, it is only 
good sense to inquire into the 
way of life of our ancestors that 
produced this condition. 

* ? * 

THAT IS WHAT I tried to do 
in that column, emphasizing how 
our forefathers stressed cleanli- 
ness and separation of man and 
wife during menstruation, 

Now ,why is it that so few of 
our young women know any- 
thing about our traditional cus- 
toms concerning marital rela- 








tions? My guess is that their 
mothers before them discarded or 
disregarded the rules for the. 
same reason that they turned 
away from other practices such 
as kashruth and preparing for 
holidays—because of the attitude 
of the religious leaders that it 
must be “all or nothing.” 

In the keeping of a kosher 
kitchen, the women were told: if 
you don’t do it right, with sep- 
arate dishes and separate dish 
towels and all, you may as well 
not keep anything. And so, un- 
willing or unable to accept ev- 
ery detail, the women threw out 
everything, even such basic 
things as a_ festive Sabbath 
meal, the Seder, and using kosh- 
er food. 


SO, TOO, in the realm of mar- 
tal relations. Since it was ac- 
cepted that it must be all or 
nothing, some of the women felt 
that the “all” was out of line 
with common sense and decided 
to ignore the whole idea, Such 
rules (which must have grown 
up as a’fence to straighten the 
jaw) as husband and wife not 
daring to touch one another or 
hand an object to one another 
during the period when they 
were to remain separate must 
have sounded far-fetched to mod- 
ern women. And the waiting pe 
riod of 12 days each month must 
have seemed an_ unreasonable 
burden, especially to young mar- 
rieds in love. (More on that 12- 
day wait in a moment.) 

The big difference in throw-

REASONS FOR HEARING 
ISRAEL -SYMPHONY’S FIRST DISCS 


Since last week, when a story appeared here of how the Israel Philharmonic Orchestra made 
its first commercial recordings, I -listened to the initial three albums and came away with a few 


The albums 


(2) Symphony No. 9, by Mahler, and 





Paul Kletzki, the conductor in 
these recordings, plays notes, but 
little else; he reads the score, 
but leaves out of it the spark of 
life. 

* In the Mahler First Symphony, 
as indeed in all, the works, his 
tempi are too slow. The or. 
chestra seems to understand the 
pantheism of Mahler, but Kletzg. 
ki doesn’t. His single phrases 
are well-enough executed, but 
the conception welding them into 
a whole is non-existent. And in 
the tremendous 9th, where Mah. 
ler himself had tortured diffi- 
culty with inner expression, 
Kletzki’s well - intentioned but 
clumsy hand is no help. 


“VERKLARTE NACHT” com- 
bines the most and the least of 
the set — the most because it 
shows off the strings to full ad- 
vantage, the least when Kletzki 
misses the mesage of frustration 
and love imbedded deep in the 
story. Here, if anywhere, was 
Pygmalion’s chance to rise, and 
again he plays nothing but notes 
on paper. Yet the music is so 
terrifyingly beautiful that noth- 
ing can really stop it. 

Vision is the word, and vision 
is what Kletzki strives for but 
falls short of attaining—by slim 
margins, I will admit, but there 
it is. The music and the or- 
chestra are above him. 

There are technica] problems, 
such as the handling of brasses, 
which are solvable by engineer- 
ing, but we won’t go into them. 
IPO is quite an orchestra. It 
has more than possibilities. The 
potential shows well above the 
surface. But the Israel] Philhar- 
monic needs more than anything 
else a rigid disciplinarian who 
is yet a man of soul and in- 
Sight, a permanent conductor. 
The orchestra is too good to let 
alone. These recordings, if not 
auspicious, are the fulfillment of 
a promise made when IPO 
played in this country a few 
years ago. I hope there will be 
more recordings, soon.

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‘THE GREAT FAIR’ PROVES SHOLOM ALEICHEM TWIN OF MARK TWAIN 


By MEYER LEVIN 
THE GREAT FAIR, by Sholom Aleichem, Trans- 
lated by Tamara Kahana, Noonday Press. $3.75. 

Written in easy breaths, these scenes from the 
childhood of Sholom Aleichem form a classic pic- 
ture of the townlet of old, and of the basic Jewish 
community with its cheder,.its shul, its richer and 
poorer families, widows, match- 
makers, its chasidim, its enlight- 
ened scholars. 

In the warm Aleichem glow, 
the true characters who were 
the originals for so many of his 
fictional characters, here have 
their being. The town itself, Vo- 
ronko, was to become renowned 
as Kasrilovka. From a boyhood 
friend, Schmulik the Orphan, a 
natural story-teller, came an ear 
for folk tales. Like the tale of the buried treasure 
of Chmielnicki, money stolen from the nobles and 
from wealthy Jews, hidden behind the synagogue, 
and discoverable only to someone who would fast 
for 40 days and perform certain Kabbalistic rites.

“RIGHT AFTER the sun has set, you’ve got to 
sneak out so that no ene sees you, because if any- 








body does, God forbid, you have to start fasting 
all over again.

The children are left behind with aunts and 
uncles, while the father goes off to seek a new 
way to make a living. Eventually, the children are 
sent for. They ride on a,wagon with three highly 
personalized horses, a Ja Sholom Aleichem, and 
they arrive at their new home in a larger town, 
to find that their father is now operating an im- 
poverished inn.

CHOLERA COMES, and their mother dies. 
Again, they are sent off—to their “rich” grandpar- 
ents, who turn out to be humble Jews of a town 
across the river. And eventually, their father 
finds a new wife, and the children come home once 


more. The stepmother is a virtuoso in old-fasihoned 
Yiddish cursing, and in writing down a lexicon 
of her curses, the future Sholom Aleichem creates 
his first composition.

In today’s turmoil in the world about 
us and more specifically in the Jewish 
world, there is so much need for guid- 
ance and inspiration from our rabbis 
that it is a matter of wonder that our 
congregations are not filled to overflow- 
ing at Friday evening services. 

A rabbi normally speaks to his con-. 
gregation at services no more than 50 
times a year, what with vacations usually 
taking up about four summer months. 
There are in any one year burning issues 
arising which would provide for 200 or 
300 sermons which would be so exciting 
pecause they attacked the issues head 
on that seats in the synagogue would be 
at a premium. 

But the rabbi, either out of discre- 
tion or because he is unable to sense the 
real need of his congregants, usually dis- 
courses on some vague or entirely fatu- 
ous subject which has as its main pur- 
pose to get over with a weekly chore. 

A glance at the sermon subjects deliv- 
ered in any one week across the U. S. 
will bear out this point. 

Our daily newspapers provide the ex- 


another. Usually our papers publish 
three editorials, six days a week, offer- 
ing guidance or criticizing or otherwise 
meeting some topical issue head on. 

Yet comes Friday night our rabbis 
devote sermons—often not even thought- 
out ones—to such inconsequent topics 
that it is difficult to remember their sub- 
ject once one has returned home. 

There is no greatér need in the Jew- 
ish community today than guidance. Our 
community wants to do the right thing, 
but often doesn’t know what the right 
thing is. 

Where is the spiritual leader that will 
don the mantle of a Stephen Wise and 
call a spade a spade, whether it means 
losing members or losing a pulpit. 

Let the rabbi talk plainly, stop evad- 
ing, tell his congregation or his com- 
munity what they lack or why they de- 
serve praise or criticism, and he’ll be the 
most startled person in the world. 

Instead of being kicked out of his 
pulpit, he’ll be adored.

We've often wondered why there is 
not more rabbinical support to the insti- 
tutes idea in general and the B’nai B’rith 
Institutes of Judaism in particular.

When Probing Jew Got Jailed 


® Editor, JEWISH POST: 

I was very much interested in 
your feature article concerning 
Aaron Kohn’s imprisonment here 
in the city of New Orleans (JP, 
Apr. 22, 55), but I want to make 
the following comments, so that 
your readers can have a more 
complete picture of what actu- 
ally took place. 

Your correspondent mentioned 
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that the prominent Jews of the 
community were conspicuous by 
their absence in support of Kohn. 
I feel that this is not completely 
correct. 


First of all, we wanted to 
make sure that the matter would 
not become a Jewish issue, but 
remain as it was meant to be, 
purely civic. 

Second, we felt that the ef.- 
fectiveness of rousing the com- 
munity to action would depend 
upon the non-Jewish community 
taking the lead, as was done. 

I preached on Aaron Kohn, and 
despite a downpour ‘such as we 
have not had before or since this 
year a very fine crowd attended 
the services, Furthermore, when 
I announced that I was going to 
preach on him, the approval of 
the congregation was most en- 
thusiastic. 

I criticized Aaron Kohn for 
his unnecessary criticism of the 
mayor, even though I backed 
him completely in his action of 
not divulging the names of his 
confidential informers. 

What is important to realize 
is that in our city support of 
Aaron Kohn was not made a 
Jewish matter at all. The lead- 
ership supporting him came 
from the Protestant churches, as 
well as by public-spirited citizens 
of all faiths. 

As you stated, however, the 
Catholic clergy did not join in 
this leadership. 

The reason for that was that 
northern Louisiana is Baptist, 


and southern Louisiana is Cath- 


olic, and there is tension between 


the two groups. It is considered 
usual] that the mayor of New Or- 
leans be Catholic and the gov- 


ernor of the state Baptist. 


mayor may run for governor, If 
he does, any embarassment to 
him now could be disastrous, The 
Potestant clergy’s leadership in 
the Aaron Kohn affair thus adds 
to the tension. 

Those of us who are fond of 
the mayor and also feel , that 
Aaron Kohn has done an honest 
job were heart-broken when 
these fine men did not agree. We 
felt that it was a basic misunder- 
standing that should be cleared 
up. ; 

Happily, I can report that the 
man appointed by the mayor to 
make a self-investigation of the 
police department is, according 
to all reports and indications in 
the newspapers, now working in 
close contact with Kohn. 

Our hope that the administra- 
tion and Kohn be brought to- 
gether seems to be achieving ful- 
fillment.

Gifts above a cer- 
tain value also require an im- 
port license. The Israeli who is 
asked by the post office why he 
has not obtained the necessary 
import license for the package 
which has just arrived can ex- 
plain that your gift has come 
without his knowledge, but the 
explanation will not spare him 
embarrassment, red tape, long 
delays, and finally the payment 
of customs duty and a fine as 
required by law.

SECONDLY, don’t send things 
which are available in Israel. 
Three years ago, and even two 
years ago, there were still great 
shortages in the land, and your 
neighbor who visited Israe] in 
1953 may still be repeating 
stories about the Jack of things.

Conditions have changed very 
substantially. There is very lit- 
tle that is today not to be had 
in Israel’s stores. With all due 
respect to the excellence of 
American styles, efficiency of 
Amrican production and ingenu- 
ity of American inventors, the 
locally produced items are fre- 
quently superior because they 
are crated for use in Israe] with 
an eye on local conditions. 

Clothing gifts cause no end of 
trouble. He who sends _high- 
heeled shoes and nylon hose to a 
female relative in a kibbutz is 
just making a laughing stock of 
himself. The American who 
sends half a dozen new, loud 
neckties is in the same category. 
Much of the clothing sent for 
children, new or used, is dis- 
carded at this end, because the 
local youngsters don’t want to 
be conspicuous by the difference 
in their dress. Neither do chil- 
dren anywhere. 

Food packages and food cer- 
tificates? Despite the advertis- 
ing of the various companies, 
the prices are high, and the re- 
cipient at this end does not al- 


well-intentioned gift.
